1. The amendment filed 1 1/14/07 has been considered and entered. Claims 1,13 and 29 
have been canceled. Claims 1-8,10-12,14-17,22-28 and 30-68 remain in the application. 

2. In light of the amendment and arguments filed 1 1/14/07, the 35 USC 103 rejections have 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-8,10-12,14-17,22-28 and 30-68 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The reasons for allowance are the same as stated in the previous Office Action as well as 
the following reasons. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest forming the ALD metal nitride layer 
with a chemisorbing step and a contacting step whereby that plasma power be started prior to 
feeding the second precursor to the deposition chamber, continued while feeding the second 
precursor to the deposition chamber, and continued after stopping feeding of the second 
precursor to the deposition chamber or both first and second precursor flowing is required during 
the chemisorbing, and a contacting with the second precursor plasma thereafter.
